On no other day are so many 
people killed or maimed as on the 
Fourth of July. During the past 
thirty years more American lives

have been lost celebrating our 
dependence than in acquiring 
during the revolutionary war. 
And yet, it Is no immutable de- 
cree of the gods that each Fourth 


must be a carnival of death. A 
little thought and effort, a little 
care and foresight—and everyone 


can have just as good a time with- 
out suffering the tragedy. We can 
make it a safe and sane celebra- 
tion, if we will. 

We know highways will be jam- 
med with picnic-bound autos, with 
hazardously , wide busses carrying 
crowds of holiday travelers, with 
motorcycles and even with an un- 


usual number of hikers along the 
pavement. 

We know children like to play 
with dangerously powerful _ fire- 
works and don’t understand how 
these may blind them, 


We know that swift rivers, deep 
Jakes, and rolling breakers at the 
seashore will carry the overbold 
to death by drowning. 

At this moment, before we ever 
set out to celebrate, we know 
these things. Let’s remember them 
this year. 

Be careful 


The Most Dangerous 
Places— 

The most dangerous place 
can be in the ordinary course of 
existence is in an automobile. The 
second most dangerous place is in 
your home. 

These deductions are made from 
figures recently released by the 
national safety council, covering 
the accident record during 1935, 
when accidents caused more than 
100,000 deaths,, Automobjles  ac- 
counted for 37,000 of the total—an 
all-time high record—-and home ac- 
cidents for around 31,000. 

It is a sad commentary on the 
habits of the American people that 
easily avoidable home accidents 
cause more injuries and deaths 
than industrial accidents. The aver- 
age American industry has made 
astonishing strides in reducing both 
the frequency and severity of ac-

cidents. Part of this achievement 
followed better guarding of ma- 
chinery. But the most important 


cause of the reduction was the in- 
stallation of a philosophy of care- 
fulness in the workmen. 

At home and on the road, the 

man who wouldn’t think of taking 
a chance at his work, apparently 
feels free of such “inhibitions.” 
The driving errors that cause 
motor accidents are well known. 
Not so well known are the prin- 
cipal causes of home accidents. 
Falling out of windows, slipping in 
the bathtub, falling downstairs, 
tampering with electricai equip- 
ment—these are sources of thou- 
sands of deaths and injuries each 
year. 
’ These figures should make you 
think—and think more than once. 
The hospital and the morgue await 
those who are thoughtless, careless 
and reckless. 


France or 
America—Which ?— 

Troubles do beset us at times, 
and frequently we grumble about 
them. But we wouldn't if we'd 
just stop to remember how for- 
tunate we are to live in America 
and not in war-frightened, poverty- 
stricken Europe. 

Look what is happening today in 
France, for example. Communists 
seize control of ships. Fascists and 
leftists clash with guns and bayo- 
nets on the streets. Financial chaos 
and social revolution threaten. 

All the unrest is no mere poli- 
tical discontent. The people are 
sick at heart. Taxes are crushing. 
Wages are low. But worse, prices 
even on necessities of life are al- 
most out of sight. Mutton chops 
cost $1.50 a pound. Gasoline is 57 
cents a gallon. 

America can be thankful to have 


no such burdens as these. But 
there is a lesson, in this crisis, 
for America to learn from the 


mistakes France is making, since 
we have been not altogether free 
from a tendency to make the same 
ones. 


Incomes Are Low— 
Between June, 1935, and Janu- 


ary, 1936, according to figures for 
manufacturing industries reported 
by the labor department, produc- 
{ion per man hour has increased 
4.5 per cent, production per man 
per week has increased 9.3 per 
cent (hours are longer), labor cost 


per unit produced is down 3.7 per 
cent, but the real wage of the 
average worker has risen only 1.9 


per cent. 

Union members must see that 
their income increases proportion- 
ately with producing powers as 
well as cost of living. It is sig- 
nificant that in spite of the sub- 
stantial gains in profits this year 
workers’ total real income in 1936 
is running only 3.8 per cent above 
the 1935 level. 

The figures show that in 1929 
workers’ total income amounted 
to $51,487,000,000 while their mini-

Ferryboatmen 


Win Back Pay 


Seventy thousand dollars in back 
was won by ferryboatmen’s 
union of San Francisco this week, 
in a decision handed down by the 
federal appellate court.

The decision granted the ferry- | 


boatmen back pay from 1927 to 
1928, when a federal decision re- 


quiring that they work 8 hours in- | 


stead of 12 hours, was on appeal. 

In 1927 the federal government 
abolished the 12 hours day for all 
unlicensed personnel on the ferries. 
The railroads appealed the de- 
cision and kept the case in court 
two vears, 
unlicensed men 12 hours. Federal 
Judge St. Sure decided against the 
union, but his decision was re- 
versed by the appellate court, the 
men receiving $70,000 in back pay. 
Strikes This Week 

Union workers continued their 
strike at the California Cotton 
mills this week for recognition of 
their union, a 10-cent an hour 
crease in wages, overtime pay and 
the regulation of piece work. Ap- 
proximately 250 textile 
walked out of the plant some six 
weeks ago and have a picket line 
in front of the mill.

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| EDITORIAL 
A BONE WITHOUT MEAT! 


Labor, as representeal | by the Alameda County 
Buiiding Trades Council, has taken a definite stand 
against any and all wage scales recommended by 
the so-called “impartial wave board.” First of all 
the council has never recognized the board and 
never will for the reason the board is NOT impar- 
tial but very partial to those who oppose union labor 
and the board is a CHOICE selection by a group 
who have no connection in the building industry 
whatsoever. 

The last sitting of this so-called “impartial wage 
board” was in 1933. Its wage recommendations 
then were much lower than the scales of the union 
workers, yet they demanded these scales be enforced 
in the building construction industry, but met with 
great opposition from both the employer and em- 
ploye, for the reason their interests were not with 
the building industry but merely a matter of dic- 
tatorship—more power—and a chance to send home 
their wallop of the open shop. 

This year’s board is no different from those 
previously set up by the industrial association. They 
recommended wage scales that have been estab- 
lished in Alameda and San Francisco counties for 
the past year—they tried to make union labor be- 
lieve they were giving them something they 
ALREADY had. They threw a bone, without any 
meat on it, in the way of a slight increase to two 
crafts, thinking perhaps they would not lose their 
identity by so doing. They recommended the five- 
day week that union labor has had for over two 
years—certain holidays were granted that union 
labor has had for over 20 years—they stated 
“where agreements were enforced’? the impartial 
boards’ scales would not apply, knowing all the 
time they COULD NOT INTERFERE WITH 
WAGE, CONTRACTS—they told the public their 
wage scales were a 20 per cent increase in the 
building industry, but never said a word that the 
increase was a 20 per cent raise over their low 
wage scales of 1933. 

Union labor is able and capable of making its 
own wage scales through collective bargaining with 
the employer. Approximately 95 per cent of the 
union building trades crafts are now enjoying con- 
tracts with their employers—no help was needed 
from the “impartial wage board’? to sign these 
agreements and no help is necessary now to carry 
on the building industry in an honorable and up- 
right manner. 
| For years, under the industrial associations’ 
| guidance, the building industry has been down to 
the lowest possible level; under union agreements 
and union conditions the industry is once again be- 
coming stable and the contractor as well as the 
worker is more satisfied; he is satisfied because the 
chiseling methods, brought about by the open shop, 
is once again eliminated. 

Union labor had no part in establishing the 
“impartial wage board.” It does not recognize the 
board and it never will. Union labor will deal di- 
rectly with the employers and not those set up by 
| the industrial association to cause turmoil and grief 
' in an industry that is second to none in America, 
the building trades.

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ROOSEVELT OR LANDON 


We are now well on our way into the political cam- 
paign, which will end in our national election of 1936 
next November. Both old parties have nominated can- 
didates and the minor and prospective parties are still 
maneuvering about for an opening to advance their 
various issues. 

There have been few elections in which labor has 
been more deeply interested or more generally united 
on a candidate for president of the United States. This 
year it is Franklin D. Roosevelt for re-election, as far as 
organized labor is concerned, and this is one time that 
labor is not standing alone. 


There are various reasons why labor is unusually well 
united on the presidency. The main reason is that Roose- 
velt comes nearer to being willing to have organized 
labor get a square deal and an even break in its dealings 


with employers and the government than any president 


we have had since the days of Lincoln. 


What the next four years have in store no one can 
foretell at the present time but it is as plain as daylight 
that forces are at work, whose aim and object it is to 
establish an industrial feudalism that would be dom- 
inated, directed and completely controlled by a com- 
paratively smal] group of immensely wealthy individuals, 
whose chief purpose and practice would be to appropriate 
unto themselves the greatest possible percentage of the 


entire wealth produced each year by all the people of the 
United States. 


It is becoming little short of monotonous to hear the 
chorus of shouters, who are fairly screeching about the. 
dangers of dictatorship, regimentation and upholding the | 


constitution, when a careful review of their own lives 
and practices almost invariably brings to the surface glar- 


ing examples of present-day individuals, who are now | 


and whose past business practices have been strong for 
the very regimentation they pretend to deplore. 


With Roosevelt in the president's chair and with 
labor and the common people more unitedly behind him 
than ordinarily is the case, our democracy and our 
American ideals will be far safer than if the tremendous 
power vested in our chief executive should be trans- 
ferred to his republican opponent, who has the backing 


of so large a portion of the most reactionary represent- 


atives of wealth in this country. 

It sounds ridiculous to hear such servile tools of 
wealth, special privilege and reaction as Hoover and 
Landon talking about “‘regimentation” and ‘‘dictator- 


ship,’ when the fact of the matter is that the very in- | 


terests, which they serve and worship are the very ones 
that endanger our country the most with their ten- 
dencies in pronounced fascist and imperialist directions. 


Landon, backed by Wall street magnates, and their re- | 


actionary associates, would be far more apt to do the 
very thing his campaigners decry without cause in their 
campaign thunder, against Roosevelt, who is backed by 
the common people, whose friend he has proved himself 
to be. 


Whatever merit any third party movement may have | 


the political set-up this year is such that it will unques- 


tionably be either Roosevelt or Landon, who will be the. 


next president. The forces back of Landon are sinister 
ones that menace American liberties and labor and 


farmer security regardless of what their publicity stuff | 


may say to the contrary. To back a third party candidate 
under these conditions looks like folly. 

It is an old trick in American politics to hypocrit- 
ically decry the very propositions, which those doing the 


fault-finding will turn around after the election and_ 
actually do themselves, in case they succeed in fooling 


enough voters to elect them. 


Let no one permit himself to be fooled this year | 


by campaign bunk. Let men and parties be judged by 
their recorded actions rather than by what they may say 
now to get votes. Roosevelt has a record, but before 
he became president and since then; which, when placed 
beside the weak record of Landon, definitely brands 
Roosevelt as a man of the people, who fights for their 


rights and liberties, while Landon’s whole life stamps | 


him as a man who thinks in terms of big business and 
he would naturally do its bidding. 


Labor Unions have nothing in common with the 
owners of chain stores, mail order houses and other non- 
unionized concerns that sell cheap foreign-made goods 


and the unfair products of chiseling and sweated indus- | 


tries of our own country. 


The steel trust does not want its employes to 
organize. They are saying so in full page advertise- 
ments. At least they are coming out in the open. 


People who work for a living must either organize’ 


or be crushed into helpless poverty, by employers who 
do not hesitate to take advantage of their helplessness.

ment for the performance of pub- 
lic work and for supplying ma- 
terial and equipment to conform to 
decent and fair labor standards in 
the performance of those contracts. 

The act applies to public con- 
tracts in excess of $10,000 made by 
any agency of the government and 
stipulates that the contracor shall 
be a manufacturer or regular deal- 
er in the materials for which he is 
contracting. It prescribes that such 
contractors shall pay not less than 
the prevailing wages for persons 
employed in the industry or similar 
industries in the locality, and that 
no person shall be employed in 
excess of eight hours in any one 
day or 40 hours in any one week. 
The secretary of labor is given, 
authority to determine the prevail- 
ing wage rates. 

Contractors are prohibited from 
employing male persons under 16 


years and female persons under 18. 


years. There is also an absolute 
ban on the employment of convict 
labor. 

Bid Brokers Banned 

The measure contains a 
provision against so-called 
backs,” a term used to describe 
various schemes used to require 
employes to refund a _ portion of 
their wages to employers as a 
price for employment. 

Another section of 
lesigned to end the activities 
“bid brokers,’ who maintain 
factories or plants, but 
fices. In explaining to the house 
of representatives the “functions” 
performed by bid brokers Repre- 
sentative Healey said: 

“In some instances their offices 
are maintained in their own vest 
pockets. Yet they are able to com- 
pete successfully with legitimate 
industry and submit the lowest bid, 
far below the estimates of regular 
dealers. Then, when they have se- 
cured the contract, they sublet the 
work to notoriously low-wage fac- 
tories, thereby impairing the wage 
structure of a whole industry and 
preventing equality of opportunity 
for the legitimate dealer in bidding 
on government contracts.” 

Transportation and communica- 
tions contracts are excluded from 
the provisions of the act. Farm, 
dairy and nursery products and 
articles usually bought on the open 
market are also excluded. 

In cases where the application 
of the act would seriously impair 
the conduct of government business 
the provisions may he modified, 
with the stipulation that a penalty 
shall be imposed for overtime labor 
in excess of the prescribed maxi- 
mum hours. 

The act takes effect 90 days afte: 
its approval by the president. The 
department of labor is designated | 
as the administrative agency.

,856,000,000 for the year, their 
minimum need is $64,775,000,000. 
That is, workers’ income today is 
$18,000,000,000 short of the lowest 
minimum they require for a decent 
living.
